1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

2. The previous objections to the specification and claims, as well as the previous 
rejections are withdrawn due to the amendment filed on March 20, 2006. 

3. Note that "to judge whether access is allowed" as used in claim 1 is interpreted in 
view of the specification to mean "to judge whether access is authorized". It does not 
mean "to judge whether access can physically occur", i.e., whether the card is physically 
connected or whether the electrical connection has been compromised, etc. 
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In other words, the judging unit determines whether the system may access a 
given card (not whether it can access a given card, given the proper authorization).
